Market for our Oats, 


Atameeting of the Business 
' Men's Asgogiation, of town, held 
in Heric’s Hall Jast Thursday, for 
the purpose of discussing the ad- 
visability of endeavoring ta securc 
a market for the immense oat crop 
of this district, a ragalution was 
unanimausly passed, to be for- 
warded ta the Mjnister of Agricul- 
ture, aj Ottawa, praying that he 
at once use his influence with the 
British Government to secure a 
market in South Africa, The 
board of trade of the town of Ed- 
monton and all the Business Men’s 
Associations of the important 
points on the C, & E, line north 
of Red Deer haye passed similar 
resolutions, which have been sent 
jointly to the Minister af Agricul- 
ture. 

The aats grown in this northern 
district of Alberta are second to 
none in the world, and will stand 
any test ar goypariaon the Im- 
perial Government deems advis- 
able to try, Tt is estimated that 
there will be 2,000,000 bushels 
available for expart, and es there 
will nat likely be a market ip Man- 
itoba, as there was last year, it is 
imperative that a market be secur- 
ed elsewhere. Ifa South African 
market can be established, and 
there is little doubt but that it will, 
the grain would be sent yia Van- 
couyer. The following is a copy 
of the resolution 


“Wotaskiwin, 26th July, 1901 


Ihave the honour to submit to 
you the follawiug resolution, pass- 
ed at a meeting of the Wetaskiwin 
Business Men’s Associatign,via.: 

That in yiew of the practical 
certainty of enormous quantity of 
oats being produced jn this district 
it is imperative. that_effort..ehould 


tbe inade to open a market in South 


Africa for the large surplus avail- 
able, and that the secretary write 
to the Hon, the Minister of Agri- 
culture to ask him to use his en- 
deavor with the British Govern- 
ment with this abject in view, 

I may point out that the country 
north of Calgary is filling yp very 
rapidly, the acreage undey crop is 
heavily inpreasing each year, The 
British Columbia market is now 
incapable of absorbing the surplus 


quanity produced annually, Last 
year an outlet was found in 
Manitoba, This year no such 


market exists, A congeryative es- 
timate placas the quantity of oats 
available for export this season in 
the distriet north of Red Deer at 
2,000,000 bushels, 

If same meana of disposing of 
this surplus is not found, three- 
fourths of it willinevitably remain 
in the farmers’ hands, and will 
prove a serious loss, 

The matter js vital to the inter- 
ests of the whole northern Alberta 
Distrivt, which is one of the largest 
and most} progressive in the Can- 
adian North West. Jt is giving 
the people serious concern and it is 
earnestly hoped that a strong effort 
will be made to secure the opening 
in the direction indicated in the 
above resolution,

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Market tothe Western Farmer, 


The following letter, of deep inter- 
est to the settlers of Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories, appears in 
the last issue of the Nor’-West Far- 
mer : 

“It is probably no exaggeration to 
say that Alberta, from Cardston to 
Edmonton is filling up more rapidly 
than any other section of the North- 
west. A great many settlers from 
the United States, possessing both 
capital and experience, are coming in; 
and as the best of the free homestead 
lands south of the line are about ex- 
hausted, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that this movement from the 
States is destined to grow at a con- 
stant'y accelerated rate. The Amer- 
icans come here in order to obtain 
cheap land; they sell their farms in 
the Western States for $30 or $40 an 
acre and buy large blocks here for 

$3. It is a good stroke of business 
for farmers with big families. 

“Obviously, however, the future 
well-being of these people, with the 
growth of the migration turns upon 
their ability to obtain a profitable 
market for their products, 
ket of Southern British Columbia, 
with its gold and silver mines, ab- 
sorbs a great deal of the beef, hay, 
oats, poultry, eggs, flour, etc., rais- 
ed on this side of the Rockies; in- 
deed, but for the development which 
has taken place there we should 
hardly have witnessed the rapid set- 
tlement now going on in Alberta. 

“IT am not a protectionist, but a 
free trader in principle, nevertheless 
I think that henceforth the Dominion 
Parliament should take every reason- 
able precautions to preserve the Brit- 
ish Columbia market to Canadians. 
We cannot hope for profitable farm- 
ing in these parts without it; and 
it is a platitbude to say that if farm- 
ing does not pay, we need not look 
for immigrants from the United 
States or anywhere else. Permit me 
to state the case as I find it in the 
Trade and Navigation returns of last 
year. 

“The foreign goods entered for 
consumption in British Columbia 
amounted to $10,800,000, of which 
no less than $6,400,000 worth came 
from the United States. The Ameri- 
can bread-stufis imported amounted 
in value to $165,000; eggs, $57,000; 
hay, $54,000; bacon and hams, $327,- 
000; poultry, $16,000; canned meats, 
$46,000; potatoes, $23,000; toma- 
toes and other vegetables, $60,000 ; 
horses, $45,000; sheep, $96,000, and 
so on. The imports of bread-stufls 
included flour, $58,000; bran and 
feed, $56,000; oats, $12,000; peas 
and beans, $15,000; wheat, $14,000. 
All told, the agricultural products 
and live animals with meats import- 
ed from the United States amounted 
in value to very nearly $1,000,000. 

“As you are aware, farm products 
raised on this side of the boundary 
are practically shut out of the Uni- 
ted States. Their specific and ad va- 
lorem duties are higher by a good 
deal than ours, and, what is more, 
the valuation upon which their ad 
valorein duties are levied is usually 
excessive. The Canadian duties were 
framed on the basis of prices in the 
older provinces. For example, the 
duty of $2 per ton on hay amounts 
to something in the east, where the 
price of hay is $10 or $12, but it 
amounts to little in British Colum- 
bia where hay coming from Idaho 
and Washington sells at the mines 
for $20 or $24 per ton. The United 
States duty on hay is $4. 

“Again, the Canadian duty of 28 
cents per dozen on eggs looks big 
in the older provinces, where the far- 
mer gets 10. or 12 cents for them. 
On the other hand, it cuts no figure 
to speak of in Southern British Col- 
umbia, where eggs frequently sell for 
60 cents. The United States duty on 
Where ad valorem 
duties are imposed by us the cus- 
toms valuation approximates to the 
fair market value, but the American 
customs, on the Montana frontier at 
any rate, places a value on our stuff 
which can only be characterized as 
exorbitant. I know a case’ where 
Canadian vegetables going into Mon- 
tana were valued at 75 per cent in 
excess of the current market price 
at Macleod and Pincher, so that the 
duty became prohibitory. The Can- 
adian duty on potatoes is 15 cents 
per bushel, the American 25; Cana- 
dian duty on butter 4 cents, Ameri- 
can 6; Canadian on dressed poultry 
20 per cent, American 5 cents per

pound; Canadian on live cattle, 20 
per cent, American 2714; Canadian 
on horses 20 per cent, American $380 
per head 

“T am not advocating reciprovity 
of tariffs, which would be as absurd 
as impracticable. I should not favor 
protective duties at all if we had a 
reasonable show to sell in the Tni- 
ted States. But as we are exciud:d 
from that market by a Chinese will, 
and have no market save that of 
British COlumbia to look to, it dovs 
seem to me that the Canadian variff 
on certain farm progucts ought 10 be 
increased, and must be incr eased if 
we are to people Alberta. 

“A glance at the map will shew 
that on the American side of the 
boundary there are large fertile 
tracts within a comparatively short 
distance of the mining centres of 
British Columbia, All things con- 
sidered, Canadian Pacific rates freta 
Alberta to Fernie and the Koot3uays 
are quite reasonable, but with the 
multiplication of railways running 
south the importation of Amercian 
farm pruducts js certain to grow. 
and the more the Americans sell the 
less, 1 suppose, will the British Col- 
umbians buy from us. You may say, 
if you like, that I am asking parlia- 
ment to fight against nature, that 
the natural market of British Col- 
umbia alike for sales and purchases 
is south of the line, and we have no 
business to interfere with that heay- 
en-ordained dispensation. Against 
argument of this sort, which I admit 
to be weighty, I set the fact which 
cannot be got over, that, if farming 
in Alberta is to pay, we must be 
able to sell our wares in British Col- 
umbia, since we have no other mar- 
ket to sell in; whilst if that fails 
and farming ceases to be profitable, 
then we are without hope for the fu- 
ture and one of the choicest spots 
God's earth will cease to attract 
population.

Use That Proved to Be Too Pro- 
found For the Intelligence of the’ 
Learned Bench and Bar, 


In a case that came before a famous 
lord justice some time ago the counsel 
for the prosecution in the evidence had 
to mention a “blouse.” 

The judge asked what a blouse was, 
find it was expJained that this was part 
of a Indy’s dress. But the case came to 
a dead stop for the time, for the judge 
did not know which part, and after 
some hesitation the barrister admitted 
that he wasn’t sure. Several learned 
brothers gave their opinion, some opin- 
ing a blouse was the upper half of a 
ludy’s costume, while others insisted It 
must be the lower half. The entire 
court, filled with learned celebrities 
whiose heads held all the laws of Brit- 
ain, from pitch and toss to manslaugh- 
ter, argued it out, but nobody was sure. 
The judge thought it was the lower 
half, but a junior barrister who had 
lately been married sald he thought 
that that holf was called a skirt, but 
did not feel certain. At length a lady 
was called, who set the court right. 

Another odd dilemma happened not 
long ago when In the Hobson “horse 
faking’’ case the word “fetlock” arose. 
A fetlock, as eyerybody knows, is the 
ankle of a horse. The court asked 
what it was, however, and the prose- 
cuting counsel was nonplused. The 
witnesses were out of court save one, 
and he knew nothing. The judge 
thought a fetlock was a sort of hind 
knee, otberwise “hock,” but one learn- 
ed brother was quite certain it was the 
lock of hair that hangs over a horse’s 
forehead. The defendant’s solicitor 
opined it was that part of the harness 
which slips over the tail, the crupper, 
and another legal celebrity agreed with 
the juége. Finally the court had to call 
a stuble groom to clear up the mystery. 

In 2 case that was settled some years 
since the recorder was brought up 
short by a phrase used by the counsel 
for defense, who spoke of a transaction 
concerning a pound of “blacklead.” 
This is a common and useful article, 
but the counsel on being asked to ex- 
plain its nature said it was a black 
substance used for boot polishing. The 
recorder thought it was a mineral used 
in lead pencils, but another barrister 
asserted it to be a “tough kind of lead 
used for roofing houses.” The case was 
brought to a standstill, and one lawyer, 
unsurpassed in legal knowledge, de- 
clared that blacklead was a slang term 
for pig iron as produced in the north 
country. A fourth expounder of the 
law vaguely suggested it was the op- 
posite of white lead, and finally a do- 
mesti¢e servant put the court right, and 
the assembly at last learned that it was 
used for blacking stoves. 

Another dilemma was produced a lit- 
tle while ago on the western circuit by 
the introduction of the words “dry 
nurse” in an address to the court. This 
bewildered the judge, who asked if a 
dry nurse was a nurse who dried ba- 
bies after they Lad been washed, That 
solution did not occur to the learned 
counsel, who, after some hesitation, 
said he thought It meant a nurse who 
was not addicted to drinking and there- 
fore most suitable to look after infants. 
Nobody seemed to know what the term 
really meant, though several more 
guesses were made, the last of them 
that a dry nurse was one who could 
not amuse children. 

The court was again nonplused by a 
statement made that somebody con- 
cerned in the case supposed to suffer 
from melancholia was really “as jolly 
as a sandboy.” The judge wanted to 
know what a sandboy was in order to 
form some Idea as to the exact degree 
of jollity involved. The counsel could 
not tell him, though one suggested It 
was a boy who sanded the roads and 
the other thought it might be a lad 
building sand castles on the seashore. 
The whole court stopped to discuss 
what a sandboy was and why he was 
jolly, but they could not solve the prob- 
lem. 

It is hardly bellevable that anybody 
should not know what a “snaffle” is, 
but a London magistrate recently desir- 
ed to be informed, and nobody could 
tell him what a snaffle might be. A 
solicitor thought it was the same thing 
as the “curb,” and the clerk had an

Market for our Oats. 


DISTRICT NEWS At amooting of the Business 


Men’s Association, of town, held 
in Heric’s Hall Jast Thursday, for 
the purpose of discussing the ad- 
visability of endeavoring to securo 
a market for the immense oat crop 
of this district, a resolution was 
unanimously passed, to be for- 
warded to the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, at Ottawa, praying that he 
at once use his influence with the 
British Government to secure a 
market in South Africa. The 
board of trade of the town of Ed- 
monton and all the Business Men’s 
Associations of — the important 
points on the C. & E, line north 
of Red Deer have passed gimilar 
resolutions, which have been sent 
jointly to the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, 

Tho oats grown in this northern 
district of Alberta are second to 
none in the world, and will stand 
any test or comparison the Im- 
perial Government deems advis- 
able to try, It is estimated that 
there will be 2,000,000 bushels 
available for export, and ts there 
will not likely be a market in Man- 
itoba, as there was last year, it is 
imperative that a niarket be secur- 
ed elsewhere. Ifa South African 
market can be established, and 
there is little doubt but that it will, 
the grain would be sent via Van- 
couyéer, The following is a copy 
of the resolution: 


“Wetaskiwin, 26th July, 1901 


[have the honour to submit to 
you the following resolution, pass- 
ed at a meeting of the Wetaskiwin 
Business Meti’s Association, viz. : 

That in view of thé practical 
certainty of enormous quantity of 
oats being produced in this district 
it is imperative that effort should 
be made to open a market in South 
Africa for the large surplus avail- 
uble, and that the secretary write 
to the Hon. the Minister of Agri- 
culture to ask him to use his en- 
deavor with the British Govern- 
ment with this object in view. 

T may point out that the country 
north of Calgary is filling up very 
rapidly, the acreage under crop is 
heavily increasing vach yent. ‘The 
British Columbit market is now 
incapable of absorbing the surplus 
quanity produced annually, Last 
year an outlet was found in 
Manitoba, This year no such 
market exists: A conkervitive es- 
timate places thé quantity of oats 
available for export this season in 
the district north of Red Deer at 
2,000,000 bushels, 

If some nieans of disposing of 
this surplus is not found, three- 
fourths of it will inevitably remain 
in the flirmers’ hands, dtid will 
prove a serious loss; 

The matter is vital to the inter- 
ests of the Whole northern Alberta 
District, Which is one of the largest 
and most] progressive in the Can- 
adian Nerth West. It is giving 
the people serious concern and it is 
earnestly hoped that a strong effort 
will be made to secure the opening 
in the direction indicated in. the 
above resolution,

GUR AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 


The Impo:tance of the British Columbia 
Market to the Western Karmer, 
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The following letter, of deep inter- 
est to the settlers of Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories, appears in 
the last issue of the Nor’-West Far- 


west. A great many settlers from 
the United States, possessing both 
capital and experience, are coming in; 
and as the best of the free homestead 
lands south of the line are about ex- 
hausted, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that this movement from the 
States is destined to grow at a con- 
stant'y accelerated rate. The Amer- 
icans come here in order to obtain 
cheap land; they sell their farms in 
the Western States for $80 or $40 an 
acre and buy large blocks here for 
$3. It is a good stroke of business 
for farmers with big families. 

‘“‘Obviously, however, the future 
well-being of these people, with the 
growth of the migration turns upon 
their ability to obtain a profitable 
market for their products. The mar- 
ket of Southern British Columbia, 
with its gold and silver mines, ab- 
sorbs a great deal of the beef, hay, 
oats, poultry, eggs, flour, elc., rais- 
ed on this side of the Rockies; in- 
deed, but for the development which 
thas taken place there we should 
hardly have witnessed the rapid set- 
tlement now going on in Alberta. 

“T am not a protectionist, but a 
free trader in principle, nevertheless 
I think that henceforth the Dominion 
Parliament should take every reason- 
able precautions to preserve the Brit- 
ish Columbia market to Canadians. 
We cannot hope for profitable farm- 
ing in these parts without it; and 
it is a platitude to say that if farm- 
ing does not pay, we need not look 
for immigrants from the United 
States or anywhere else. Permit me 
to state the case as I find it in the 
Trade and Navigation returns of last 
year. 

“The foreign goods entered for 
consumption in British Columbia 
amounted to $10,800,000, of which 
no less than $6,400,000 worth came 
from the United States. The Ameri- 
can bread-stufis imported amounted 
in value to $165,000; eggs, $57,000; 
hay, $541,000; bacon and hams, $327,- 
000; poultry, $16,000; canned meats, 
$46,000; potatoes, $23,000; toma- 
toes and other vegetables, $60,000 ; 
horses, $45,000; sheep, $96,000, and 
so on. The imports of bread-stuffs 
included flour, $58,000; bran and 
feed, $56,000; oats, $12,000; peas 
and beans, $15,000; wheat, $14,000. 
All told, the agricultural products 
and live animals with meats import- 
ed from the United States amounted 
in value to very nearly $1,000,000, 

“‘As you are aware, farm products 
raised on this side of the boundary 
are practically shut out of the Uni- 
ted States. Their specific and ad vu- 
lorem duties are higher by a good 
deal than ours, and, what is more, 
the valuation upon which their ad 
valorem duties are levied is usually 
excessive. The Canadian duties were 
framed on the basis of prices in the 
older provinces. For example, the 
duty of $2 per ton on hay amounts 
to something in the east, where the 
price of hay is $10 or $12, but it 
amounts to little in British Colum- 
bia where hay coming from Idaho 
and Washington sells at the mines 
for $20 or $24 per ton. The United 
States duty on hay is $4. 

“Again, the Canadian duty of 
cents per dozen on eggs looks _ big 
in the older provinces, where the far- 
mer gets 10 or 12 cents for them. 
On the other hand, it cuts no figure 
to speak of in Southern British Col- 
umbia, where eggs frequently sell for 
60 cents. The United States duty on 
eggs is 5 cents. Where ad valorem 
duties are imposed by us the cus- 
toms valuation approximates to the 
fair market value, but the American 
customs, on the Montana frontier at 
any rate, places a value on our stuff 
which can only be characterized as 
exorbitant. I know a case where 
Canadian vegetables going into Mon- 
tana were valued at 75 per cent in 
excess of the current market price 
at Macleod and Pincher, so that the 
duty became prohibitory. The Can- 
adian duty on potatoes is 15 cents 
per bushel, the American Cana- 
dian duty on butter 4 cents, Ameri- 
can 6; Canadian on dressed poultry 
20 per cent, American 5 cents per 
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pound; Canadian on live cattle, 20 
per cent, American 2744; Canadian 
on horses 20 per cent, American $30 
per head. 

“T am not advocating reciprocity 
of tarifis, which would be as absurd 
as impracticable. I should not favor 
protective duties at all if we had a 
reasonable show to sell in the Wni- 
ted States. But as we are exclud:d 
from that market by a Chinese will, 
and have no’ market save ‘that of 
British Columbia to look to, it dovs 
seem to me that the Canadian cariff 
on certain farm products ought 10 be 
increased, and must be increased — if 
we are to people Alberta. 

“A glance at the map will shew 
that on the American side of the 
boundary there are large (fertile 
tracts within a comparatively short 
distance of the mining, centres of 
British Columbia. All things con- 
sidered, Canadian Pacific rates fret 
Alberta to Fernie and the Koo'uays 
are quite reasonable, but with the 
multiplication of railways running 
south the importation of Amercin 
farm products 3s certain to prow, 
and the more the Americans sell the 
less, I suppose, will the British Col- 
umbians buy from us. You may say, 
if you like, that I am asking parlia- 
ment to fight against nature, that 
the natural market of British Col- 
umbia alike for sales and purchases 
is south of the line, and we have no 
business to interfere with that heay- 
en-ordained dispensation. Against 
argument of this sort, which I admit 
to be weighty, I set the fact which 
cannot be got over, that, if farming 
in Alberta is to pay, we must be 
able to sell our wares in British Col- 
umbia, since we have no other mar- 
ket to sell in; whilst if that fails 
and farming ceases to be profitable, 
then we are without hope for the fu- 
ture and one of the choicest spots 
God's earth will cease to attract 
population.

SIMPLE WORDS THAT HAVE TANGLED 
UP ENGLISH COURTS. 


Some Terms of Almost Everyday 
Une That Proved to Be Too Pro- 
found For the Intelligence of the 
Learned Bench and Bar. 


In a case that came before a famous 
lord justice some time ago the counsel! 
for the prosecution in the evidence had 
to wention a “blouse.” 

The judge asked what a blouse was, 
and it was explained that this was part 
of n lndy’s dress, But the case caine to 
a dead stop for the time, for the judge 
did not know which part, and after 
some hesitation the barrister admitted 
that he wasn’t sure, Several learned 
brothers gave their opinion, some opin- 
ing a blouse was the upper half of a 
ludy’s costume, while others insisted it 
must be the lower half. The entire 
court, filled with learned celebrities 
whose heads held all the laws of Brit- 


fin, from pitch and toss to manslaugh- 


ter, argued it out, but nobody was sure, 


The judge thought it was the lower 


half, but a junior barrister who had 
lately been married said be thought 


that that half was called a skirt, but 
did not feel certain, 
was called, who set the court right.

Another odd dilemma happened not 
long ago when in the Hobson “horse 
faking’’ case the word “fetlock” arose. 
A fetlock, as everybody knows, is the 
ankle of a horse. The court asked 
what it was, however, and the prose- 
cuting counsel was nonplused. The 
witnesses were out of court save one, 
and he knew nothing. The judge 
thought a fetlock was a sort of hind 
knee, otherwise “hock,” but one learn- 
ed brother was quite certain it was the 
lock of hair that hangs over a horse’s 
forehead. The defendant’s solicitor 
opined it was that part of the harness 
which slips over the tail, the crupper, 
and another legal celebrity agreed with 
the juége. Finally the court had to ¢all 
a stable groom to clear up the mystery. 

In a case that was settled some years 
since the recorder was brought up 
short by a phrase used by the counsel 
for defense, who spoke of a transaction 
concerning a pound of “blacklead.” 
This is a common and useful article, 
but the counsel on being asked to ex- 
plain its nature sald it was a black 
substance used for boot polishing. The 
recorder thought it was a mineral used 
In lead pencils, but another barrister 
asserted it to be a “tough kind of lead 
used for roofing houses.” The case was 
brought to a standstill, and one lawyer, 
unsurpassed In legal knowledge, de- 
clared that blacklead was a slang term 
for pig iron as produced in the north 
country. A fourth expounder of the 
law vaguely suggested it was the op- 
posite of white lead, and finally a do- 
mestic servant put the court right, and 
the assembly at last learned that it was 
used for blacking stoves. 

Another dilemma was produced a lit- 
tle while ago on the western circult by 
the introduction of the words “dry 
nurse” in an address to the court. This 
bewildered the judge, who asked if a 
dry nurse was a nurse who dried ba- 
bies after they had been washed. That 
solution did not occur to the learned 
counsel, who, after some _ hesitation, 
said he thought it meant a nurse who 
was not addicted to drinking and there- 
fore most suitable to look after Infants. 
Nobody seemed to know what the term 
really meant, though several more 
guesses were made, the last of them 
that a dry nurse was one who could 
not amuse children. 

The court was again nonplused by a 
statement made that somebody con- 
cerned in the case supposed to suffer 
from melancholia was really “as jolly 
as a sandboy.” ‘The judge wanted to 
know what a sandboy was tn order to 
form some idea as to the exact degree 
of jollity involved. The counsel could 
not tell him, though one suggested it 
was a boy who sanded the roads and 
the other thought It might be a lad 
building sand castles on the seashore. 
The whole court stopped to discuss 
what a sandboy was and why he was 
jolly, but they could not solve the prob- 
lem. . 

It is hardly bellevable that anybody 
should not know what a “snaffle” is, 
but a London magistrate recently desir- 
ed to be Informed, and nobody could 
tell him what a snaffle might be. A 
solicitor thought it was the same thing 
as the “curb,” and the clerk bad an 
idea it was a kind of cold in the head 
which horses caught, causing them to 
snuflle a good deal.—London Answers,
